Why Not State-Operated Casinos?

xx tE are greatly interested In a recent letter to T he 
VV 
New York Time* from New York state Sen. 
Phelps Phelps of M anhattan, arguing In favor of bls 
bill for a state lottery as a means of raising revenue 
for emergencies. Among other things he says; 
"My contention is that most people gamble In 
some form or other, and since th at fact has been 
substantiated a num ber of years, why not give 
the over-taxed citizens of this state a breathing 
spell and gain revenue in the painless m anner?” 
O ur answ er to that question is. "W hy not, Indeed?” 
And while we always have been a little bit dubious 
about the moral advisability of preying upon hum an 
fraility, legally or otherwise, we m ight be willing 
to go along with Sen. Phelps Phelps on hi* bill lf 
he could arrange to guarantee absolutely th at hi* 
lottery would be a breathing spell to the overtaxed 
citizens. 
W e will go further than that. W e will promise 
definitely to throw our feeble support to Sen. Phelps 
P helps’ bill lf he can produce proof of one single 
instance of state taxes being reduced In any sta te 
In the union directly through the medium of gam ­ 
bling in any form. 
T 
H E R E are no legalized lotteries in any state in 
the union, but quite a num ber have legalized 
gambling in the form of betting on horse and dog 
races and Jal la!, and at least one has legalized 
gambling In nearly all forms. 
This 
gambling 
undeniably ha* 
returned 
tom e 
revenue to the state*, but our challenge Is that the 
revenue has not been sufficient to give citizens any 
considerable breathing spell. 
T he argum ent alw ays used by advocates of legal­ 
ized betting on horse race# Is that the revenue will 
help reduce taxes. It wa* the argum ent used In 
influencing voters to pass the pari-mutuels am end­ 
m ent in New York recently. They were told the 
mutuels would yield a revenue of $10.000.000 to the 
state, an estim ate that 
cooler heads have since 
scaled down to about $4,000,000. 
However, even after figuring In the possible re ­ 
turn# from the mutuels, there has been talk of rais­ 
ing taxes In New York state to m ake up a needed 
$15,000,000. andi lf that should happen those who 
voted for the m utuels as a revenue measure that 
would help reduce taxes have a right to a beef on 
the ground they w ere hornswoggled. 


I 
F Sen. Phelps could guarantee th at for every dol­ 
lar railed by his lottery there would be an 
equivalent reduction In state taxes. his m easure 
might be worth trying, lf only for a limited period 
until the emergency passes. 
But the senator himself tells the unvarnished 
tru th when, after rem arking that taxea imposed on 
sales, gasoline, and cigarets to m eet emergency con­ 
tinue on through the emergency cease* to exist, 
he states: 
"One seldom hears of a tax being repealed " 
W e have no doubt the senator’* lottery would 
raise an enormous sum for the state, b u t lf no tax 
would be repealed or even reduced in consequence 
thereof, whgt good will It do the taxpayer? It m ight 
only add to the drain on his resources by making a 
lottery player of him. 
W e have an Idea of our own to raise revenue, but 
It is no more practical than Sen. Phelps' lottery. 
O ur Idea Is to set up huge state gambling casinos 
in certain spot* to be operated and directed aolely 
by the state and with no gambling permitted any­ 
where else In the atate but In these casinos. T he 
theory would be som ething like that of Monte Carlo, 
which In normal times yields a trem endous revenue 
to the state. 
T 
H E R E should be not more than one. or at th# 
very most two of these gambling casinos to a 
state, preferably in resort# which might have side 
attractions, climatic or otherwise. 
The advantage of a alate casino over a lottery 
would be that the casino would not drain the re ­ 
sources of the general public. It m ight not yield a* 
much as a lottery, but any one casino would prob­ 
ably do better than several race tracks. 
It is our opinion that a New York state casino at. 
say. Saratoga Spring* would yield more than th* 
$4,000,000 they are looking for from the pari-mutuels. 
A Florida state casino or a California state casino 
would produce more yearly than those state* get 
from all their race track* and with less slaughter 
of the innocents, too. 
A New Jersey slate casino at Atlantic City would 
be a new form of gold mine. In our opinion. 
O ur plan would involve less m achinery than Sen. 
Phelps' lottery and would offer lee* chance of poli­ 
tical manipulation. It would ho more compact and 
work with less grinding of gears. 
However, we must report that both our scheme 
and that Of Sen. Phelps Phelps have one thing In 
common. This is that neither has the ghost of a 
chance of being adopted.
